Ojitnion  of  th& HonouruUe  Atlorney-Ceneral  us  to  the 
Duties  of  County  Court  Judges. 

Query. — Are  the  pre.senl  Stipendiary  .Magi.strates  or 
County  Court  Judges— call  them  as  yo-u  will — enti- 
tled to  refuse  to  fulfil  tlie  several  duties  performed  by 
them  before  Confederation? 

The  whole  (|nestion  is  coinpletcly  set  at  rest  by  two 
Despatches,  to  which  I liave  had  access,  one  from 
Oovernor  .Musgrave  to  Lord  Lisgar,  22iui  November, 
1870,  and  another  from  the  Earl  of  Kimberley  to  Bord 
Lisgar,  ;ird  June,  1871,  cojiies  of  which  are  anne.xed. 

A third  Despatch  from  Lord  Lisgar  to  the  Earl  of 
Kimberley,  27th  April.  1871,  1 have  not  seen  ; no  copy 
of  it  e.xisls  here.  This  is,  however,  immaterial,  as 
its  substance  is  sulliciently  e.xplaincd  in  the  Earl  of 
Kimberley’s  later  Despatch,  in  rc])Iy,  ot  June,  1871. 

Dealing  with  the  Earl  ofKimberley  s Despatch  first, 
it  would  appear  by  it,  that  His  Imrdship  had,  iit  ac- 
cordance xvith  a reciiiest  contained  in  Lord  Lisgar’s 
Despatch  of  April.  1871,  been  pleased  to  act  as  referee 
or  umpire,  between  the  Dominion  and  this  Province, 
upon  the  questions  of.  pensions  aud  ]iositions,  which 
should  be  paid  or  held  after  Cnioii  by  two  classes  of 
Provincial  Ollicials,  vi/ : the  Officers  of  the  K-xeciitive 
and  the  Stijicndiary  .Magistrates.  After  giving  his 
“decision”  upon  the  rights  of  the  former,  he  proceeds 
to  define  the  position  of  the  latter  class,  and  states, — 

“Your  Privy  Council  remark  that  ‘no  difficultya])- 
“ ‘ pears  to  e.xist  as  to  tlie  Stipendiary  .Magistrates, 
“‘who  arc  to  continue  to  seive  at  their  jiresent 
“ ‘ salaries.’  ” 

This  sentence  His  LordsHip  then  interprets  as  fol- 
lows : — 

“ I understand  from  this,  tliat  your  Government 
“concur  in  and  accept  the  proposals  of  Governor 
“ Mtisgravc  as  contained  in  ])aragraphs  8 to  8 of  his 
“Despatch,  No.  30,  22nd  November  last;  and  that 
“ whenever  from  any  cause  any  of  them  ceases  to 
“ hold  liis  present  employment  he  will  receive,  either 
“suitable  employment  of  at  least  equal  value,  or  an 
“annual  allowance  of  txvo-thirds  of  £500.  I do  not 
“ consider,  however,  that  the  Stipendiary  Magistrates 
“have  the  same  claim  as  the  other  superior  officers 
“of  the  Government,  to  the  option  of  retiring  at 
“ ])resent  upon  a |)cnsion.  I look  upon  them,  to' use 
“Governor  Musgraves’s  words,  as  ‘a  class  apart,’ 
“ whose  ))Osition  is  not  necessarily  affected  by  politi- 
“ cal  changes  on  the  admission  of  British  Columbia 
“ into  the  Union.  (5m  Art.  G,  Term.s  of  Union.)” 

This  interpretation  must  be  regarded  as  the  Earl  of 
Kimberley’s  decision  as  to  the  two  questions  of  position 
and  pension  raised  on  behalf  of  tlie  Magistrates. 

“ The  proposals  of  Governor  Musgrave,  as  con- 
“ tained  in  paragraphs  3 to  8 of  his  Desjiatch,  No»  30, 
“ of  22nd  November  last  ” having  been  concurred  in 
and  accepted  by  the  Privy  Council  of  the  Dominion, 
form  the  agreement  assented  to  by  the  Governments 
of  Canada  and  British  Columbia. 

These  paragraphs  may  be  better  considered  seriatim. 

No.  3 and  4 merely  indicate  the  E.xecutive  Officers 
and  Magistrates  to  whom  the  Despatch  relates. 

No.  5 speaks  of  the  Magistrates  “ as  a class  who, 
“notwithstanding  their  x^alue,  would  almost  cer- 
“ tainly  be  disturbed  in  their  appointments  on  the 
“introduction  of  Responsible  Government.  They 
“are  not  only  Justices  of  the  Peace,  but  County 
“ Court  Judges,  Indian  Agents,  Assistant  Commis- 
“ sioners  of  Lands  and  Works,  Collectors  of  Revenue, 


and  general  Government  Agents  in  the  dill'ereni. 
“ Departments  of  the  Public  .Service  at  their  several 
^‘stations,  hundreds  of  miles  apart.”  And  Governor 
Mu.sgrave  jiroceeds  to  .state  that  these  several  offices 
“ arc  singularly  well  tilled.”  This  clause  is  useful, 
as  fully  setting  forth  the  various  duties  performed  by 
the  .Magi.strates  before  ronfederation. 

Nos.  G state.-;  that  it  is  “of  the  greatest  imjiortance 
“ to  the  tranquility  of  the  Province  and  the  success 
“ of  the  Union”  that  these  Officers siiould  be  retained 
and  transferred  to  the  Dominion,  lest  the  Province 
should  after  Union  appoint  “ unpaid,  irresponsible 
•‘.Magistrates"  in  their  places,  “a  jiolicy  which 
“ might  entail  upon  the  Government  at  ftttawa  an 
“ amount  of  trouble  and  expense  not  easily  to  be 
“ computed.” 

Here,  strbng  reasons  are  urged  for  their  retention 
and  emidoyment  in  the  Province,  not  as  County 
Court  Judges,  but  as  .Stipendiary  .Magistrates,  who 
should  be  retained  in  that  capacity  lest  ''■unpaid, 
irresponsilile”  men  should  be  appointed  in  their  place. 

Par.  7 submits  for  the  consideration  of  the  Privy 
Council  the  main  proposal,  amongst  others  to  which 
the  Earl  of  Kimberley  refers  as  '•  proposals”  concurred 
in  and  accepted  by  Canada,  no  objections  having  been 
raised  to  them  by  the. Dominion  Government  in  their 
Despatch  upon  the  subject.  The  [iroposal  reads,  that 
“they,”  the  Stipendiary  Magistrates,  “might  con- 
“ tiiiiic  to  render  aid  under  the  direction  of  the 
“Lieutenant-Governor  as  the  deputy  of  Govcruur-in- 
“ Chief  in  the  administration  o‘‘  local  alfairs,  as  they 
“ now  do  in  the  business  of  the  Lands  and  Works,  the 
“collection  of  the  Kevenue.  and  other  niiscellaneons 
“ duties  ; but  1 wmuld  have  them  paid,"  he  says,  “ by 
“Canada,  and  not  amenable  to  the  control  of  the 
“local  ailministration,  except  through  the  Lieuten- 
“ ant-Governor  representing  the  central  authority,’' 
and  “this  being  conceded,"  an  assurance  is  theu 
sought  (c/(/cPar.  8)  “ that  their  appointments  will  be 
‘.‘considered  permanent,'’  and  that  in  the  event  “of 
“ any  organic  change  in  official  arrangements”  aji- 
poiniments  of  equal  value,  or  [leusions,  should  be 
(irovided.  The  latter  jiroposal  having  been  also  ae- 
cepted,  ex[dains  the  remark  of  the  Earl  ofKimberley 
wtien  he  says  I look  upon  them,  to  use  Governor 
••  Mnsgrave’s  words,  as  ‘ a cla.ss  ajiart,'  whose  posi- 

tion  is  not  necessarily  affected  by  political  changes.” 

1 consider  that  the  .Magistrates  are  bound  to  act  as 
Governor  Musgrave  ))ro])oses  “under  the  direction  of 
•‘the  Lieuteii.int-Goveriior  as  the  deimty  of  the 
“ Governor-in-Chief  in  the  administration  of  local 
“ ati'airs”  as  they  did  before  (Hiion,  i.  e.  “in  the 
“business  of  the  Lands  and  Works,  the  collection  of 
“ the  Revenue,  and  other  miscellaneous  iluties,"  in 
addition  to  those  of  a .Magi.-^trate  and  County  Court 
Judge. 

The  De.=[)atchcs,  I submit,  have  all  the  force  and 
value  of  a Treaty,  xvhich  cannot  be  disturbed  without 
the  consent  of  the  Governments  of  the  Dominion  ami 
this  Province — the  two  contracting  jiarties. 

As  a member  of  this  Government,  1 may  be  iiermit- 
ted  to  add  a fexv  general  remarks  upon  the  position 
of  County  Court  Judges  in  this  Province. 

From  185!),  until  Confederation,  these  appointments 
have,  contrary  to  the  practice  elsewhere,  been  made 
and  revoked  at  pleasure,  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the 
hour.  No  instance  exists  of  a in  ofcssional  man  having 
been  apiiointed,  as  the  duties  of  the  office  were  never 
sufficient  to  warrant  such  a selection.  No  formal 
records  have  been  or  are  now  kept, — more  than  this, — 
during  the  last  six  mouths,  not  a single  cause  has 
even  been  entered  at  Vale. 

From  a Return  which  has  been  jilaced  before  me,  I 
find  that,  during  the  year  1872,  only  four  causes  were 
actually  tried  there.  The  salary  voted  for  Vale  is  $3,000 
jier  annum.  Each  case  has  thiis  cost  the  Dominion 
Government  $750,  besides,  in  all  probability,  the 
travelling  expenses  of  the  Judge. 

At  Nanaimo,  four  causes  were  tried  during  the 
same  year.  The  salary  voted  for  Nanaimo  is  $2,250, 
or  an  average  cost  to  the  Dominion  of  $5G2  50  for 
each  County  Court  case  adjudicated  upon. 

Without  further  returns,  I may  safely  say,  that 
more  cases  are  tried  at  two  sittings  at  Toronto,  than 
are  tried  throughout  the  Province  in  twelve  months. 

The  Docket,  immediately  prior  to  Confederation, 
differs  but  little  from  that  of  1872. 

I make  these  observations,  to  show  that  Governor 
Musgrave,  having  been  presumably  aware  of  these 
facts,  must  have  felt  that  he  was  not  justified  in 
recommending  the  Dominion  Government  to  take 
over  the  Stipendiary  Magistrates  in  the  sole  capacity 
of  County  Court  Judges  at  the  large  salaries  paid  to

’the  si,K  .Magistrates  weiv  then  .Members  of  a Legisla- 
tive Council  of  twenty-one,  and  so  voted  in  .March, 
1870:  hut  I fail  to  see  that  any  saeritice  was  made, 
as  they  cast  their  vote,  as  I am  informed,  upon  the 
understanding  with  the  Government  of  the  day,  that 
their  interests  would  he  protected.  This  promise  has 
been  faithfully  observed  by  Governor  Musgrave,  whoi 
eight  months  after  their  vote  hud  been  given,  recom- 
mended them  to  the  Dominion  Government  for  the 
positions  enumerated  hv  Rim  in  his  ftcspatch  of 
kovember,  1870,  and  the  .salaries  of  these  positions 
have  since  been  drawn  by  them. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  I submit,  with  all  due 
deference,  that  this  Province  is  entitled  to  have  the

0.  Blocks  .A  and  B,  on  such  plans,  have  been  al- 
lotted to  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Blocks  C and  D to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Block  E has  been  reserved. 

Blocks  F and  K have  been  allotted  for  general  use. 

Block  G has  been  tilloited  to  the  Wesleyan  .Metho- 
dist Church. 

Block  II  to  the  Presbyterian  Church.
